“The names of all the candidates to be 
voted for at such primary. election shall be 
printed on the same ballot, under the party 
appellation or name by which it is kiown, 
and to which the candidate belongs, iu tegu- 
lar order, commencing with the highest 
office to be voted for at such primary elec- 
tion, and the candidates for each office shall 
have their names printed on such ballot in 
the order in point of time in which they shall 
have filed their petitions to become a candi- 
date for such office. 

“Wo elector shall vote at such primary 
election for candidates of more than one po- 
litical party, and it any elector shall mark 
the ballot at such primary election in such 
a manner as to indfcate an intention of vot- 
ing fot candidates of different political par- 
ties on such ballot, the vote of such elector 
shall not be counted for any candidate. 

„The ballots to de used at any such pri- 
mary election shall de printed in the same 
manner as is provided by law for general 
elections, and the ballots shall contain the 
hames of all the candidates under appropri- 
ate party names at the top of the baliot of 
each political party: entitied to participate in 
buch primary election and shall be printed in 
une manter as for a general election now in 
forces, éxcept that the circle immediately

In regard to the purchases from Nager tot. 
it is said he never, gor title to the property. 
but that Fetzer really purchased it from 
Elizabeth Haw, and that at his direction she 
transferred it to Fridulon Baumgartner, 
who in turn conveyed it to Harry D. Sanger 
in trust for the railroad company. 
Another transaction is related in the bill 
wherein the three men are said to have divid- 
ed $120,000. T. C. Keller owned title to real 
estate wanted by the. railroad company. 
Keller conveyed it to Peters, the partner of 
Fetzer on April 27, 1907. It then was re- 
ported to the railroad company that Fetzer 
had paid $200,000 for the property and gave 
Keller a note for $120,000. 


Says. Money Was Not Paid. 


The bill bays: It is charged on informa- 
tion and belief that $200,000 was not paid and 
in reality much was paid. it is further 
charged that the for’ $120,000 was not 
given to Keller, but was given to some one 
else to be held in trust for Kappes, Thomas, 
and Fétzer. 5 
“In furtherance of the conspiracy it is 
charged that Thomas and Kappes in June, 
1907, caused the note of $120,000 to be satis- 
fied and canceled. The money, it is stated 

on information and belief, was not paid to 
Keller, but was divided » among Thomas, 
Kappes, and Fetzer." 

Another deal which is alleged in the bil. 
and which is said to have been even more 
profitable, concerns the purchase of some 
property owned by Henry Hafer, some lots 
which were incumbere¢ for $205,000. Fetzer, 
it is stated, reported to the railroad com- 
peny that he paid Hafer $75,000 and gave 
him notes for $205,000 as additional security. 
It is alleged in the bill that Fetzer did not 
give Hafer $75,000, but a much less amount, 
and the notes for $205,000 were not given to 
him either, but were given to a third party, 
who held them in trust for Thomas, Fetzer, 
and Kappes. : 

„On June 5, 1007, in furtherance of the 
conspiracy,” it is averred, Thomas and 
Kappes caused the notes to be canceled and 

ee 


The company gave 205 bonds to satisfy the 
notes. Hafer, it is asserted, did not receive 
the bonds, but they were divided between 


the three men. 


Says Records Were Destroyed. 

Concerning the resignations of Thomas and 
Kappes from the offices of president and real 
estate agent for the railroad respectively in 
1908, the bill avers: 

“ Your orator shows that the said Thomas 
and Kappes were requested by the board of 
Girectors to resign their positions in June, 
| 1908, and that, pursuant to such a request, 


| they did resign, and their resignations were 
accepted. 


Further on in the bill it is alleged that 
Thomas and Kappes, when they left the em- 
‘ploy of. the railroad company, did destroy 
or remove from the-offices of the company 
large quantities of books and documents, and 
among the papers, books, and documents 
were some relating to the transactions with 
Fetzer. and the purchase of real estate here- 
inbefore referred to. 

On account of such removal and destruc- 
tion, your orator is unable to state with 
greater particularity just what reports were 
made by Fetzer in reference to the purchase 
of the last lots described. 

In regand to the amount obtained by Fetzer, 
Thomas, and Kappes the bill states: 

“As result of your orator’s investiga- 
tions, it is believed, and therefore charged, 
that the difference between the amount of 
your orator’s said moneys and bonds turned 
over to the said Fetzer and the actual 
amounts therefore actually paid out by the 
said Fetzer to the true sellers of the real 
estate was not less than ‘$850,000. Your 
orator believes and charges that this sum 
was in fraud of your orator, divided between. 

the said Fetzer, Thomas, and Kappes, and 
certain other persons whose names are un- 
known, and now is due and owing to your 
orator from them.” 


Telis of Long, Secret Work. 

Attorney Nelson wa seen at the University 
club at night and when asked what further 
he co tell about the case replied: 

“I don't believe that there is a detail that 
I know about which has been left out of the 
bill. We have been working. on this case 
for nearly two years and the surprising thing 
to me is that we have been able to keep it 
secret so long, because of necessity many per- 
sons have known what we were after.

“My deals with the company were made 
over two years ago and the papers are on 
file in my office. They are all covered over 
wtih the papers of subsequent transactions 
in my business, I have built up a record for 
honesty through many years and it seems to 
me that my friends and business associates 
= not be misied by a suit of the kind filed 
today. 


Thomas Will Not Be Seen. 


Mr. Thomas left his office shortly before 8 
p. m. and hastened to the Metropole, where 
he lives during the winter. The hotel clerk 
and employés made every effort to keep his 
presence there a mystery and denied that he 
had comein. Gaylord Thomas, his son, said 
his father had not returned and that he did 
not know when to expect him. 

About 8 o’clock, however, W. J. Henley ar- 
rived at the hotel and found no difficulty in 
locating Mr. Thomas apparently, as he was 
closeted in his room for over an hour. 

He professed ignorance of the sult. saying 
he had read of it in the papers and had called 
to see Mr. Thomas to assure him he had no 
connection with it. 

Mr. Henley spoke of his resignation, saying 
be was no longer interested in the company. 

I resigned at a meeting of the board of 
directors this afternoon called for -that pur- 
pose,” he insisted, and the meeting or my 
resignation have no connection with the suit. 
In fact, I called the meeting myself because 
I have been contemplating the step ever 
since I was elected president. I am not a rail- 
road man, I am a lawyer and I am going into 
the law business for myseif.” 


Kappes Says Suit Isa Surprise. 


Kappes, when seen in his residence, 1745 
Wesley avenue, Evanston, in the evening, 
said he had not heard of the suit and refused 
to discuss the matter at any length. Mr. 
Kappes admitted that he formerly was the 
railroad’s real estate agent and that he had 
been associated with Thomas and Fetzer 
in numerous business matters, but he de- 


clined to discuss the nature or extent of these 


relations. 

“I never had any intimation that a suit of 
that nature would be begun against me,“ 
Kappes said. I have nothing to say in re- 
gard to the alleged claims at present, and wil! 


not discuss the matter till I am acquainted 


thoroughly with all the facts. 

I have received no formal notice of such 
a suit against me; there has been no summons 

served on me, Neither was there any de- 
mand made upon me for an accounting by the 
railroad company, or its representative. I 
have nothing further to say in the matter 
till I become acquainted with all the facts in 
the case.“ 

When asked if he would contest the claim 
made in the sult against him Kappes again 
declined to make a statement. 

„ will wait and see, he replied. 

Kappes said he had made no preparation to 
contest the claim, and that he has not em- 
ployed counsel. He is well known in Evans- 
ton, and is a member of the Evanston club 
and the Glen View Golf club.

‘preference known while a guard looked on. 

Walsh counts upon deatn to effect his re- 
lease. As the train bearing him from Chi- 
cago drew near the railroad station at the 
‘penitentiary he ve way to emotion for. a 
brief moment, clutched the hand of his 
friend, Thomas. ary and exclaimed: 

Tom. you and I have been friends for a 
good many years, but you'll never see me. 
‘alive again. This will kill me, Tom.“ 


Jokes About Wife’s Petition. 
‘Tears filled the eyes of the prisoner for a 
moment, but he quickly recovered himself, 
assumed the cheerful demeanor which char- 
acterized the entire trip from Chicago to a 
cell, and officials and relatives at once took 
the cue from him.

1 teld her I wouldn't accept the thing 11 
‘she got it, and that she mustn't try,” said 
Walsh, but she insisted that I had been the 
boss for many years, and long enough, and

When Mrs: Walsh said good- by to her hue- 
band in the family home she declared she 
intended to circulate a petition at once to se- 
cure his pardon. 

When the train bearing Waleh reached 
Kansas City the sun was shining brightly, 
and the day was clear and warm. Walsh 
stepped down from the obbervation car 
without assistance and stood for a moment in 
a flood of sunshine. He breathed deeply of 
the fresh air, and a smile crossed his face. 
While others were alighting the only inci- 
dent which caused a stir of excitement took 
place. 


Son Fights a Photographer. 


A newspaper photographer stood near the 
convicted man and pointed his camera at 
him. Just as he was about to prese the but- 
ton John W. Walsh, son of the convicted 
man, rushed at him, struck him with a suit- 
case, and attempted to knock him off the 
platform. The photographer struck back 
and in ten seconds an excited crowd had 
gathered about the two fighting men. 

Attempts to photograph the prisoner 
seemed to disturb him not at all, but to cause 
much more distress among the members of 
his party. 

At the Union station in Kansas City a part 
of the waiting room had been set aside for 
Walsh and his party. It was curtained off 
with a green curtain. Walsh was taken 
behind the curtain and sat in a rocking chair 
for an hour awaiting the departure of a 
Missouri Pacific train for Leavenworth, ‘ 
When this was announced he walked briskly 
to the car step. 

At Leavenworth Walsh boarded a street 
car for the trip to the government reserva- 
tion on which the pen is located. As he 
stepped into this car he made an attempt 
to Whistle, piped a note or two, and then 
smiled in weak fashion as those about him 
noticed the ineffectual attempt. 


Commands at Prison Door. 


On the car he chatted with his son, appar- 
ently discussing anything but the approach 
to prison. From the car step he walked to 
the prison entrance between his son and 
Marshal Hoy. His step was firm and he 
held his head high. 

It was a few minutes after noon when the 
party, in charge of United States Marshal 
Luman T. Hoy, reached the prison. When 
stopped by guards at the entrance to the 
prisom inclosure there were with Marshal 
Hoy, besides his prisoner, John W. Walsh, 
the son, Dr. L. Blake Baldwin and O. E. 
Babcock, sons-in-law, several friends, four 
secret service special agents, and a dosen 
newepaper men. Then the big gate swung 
open and the receiving guard started through 
with Walsh. The gate began to close in the 
faces of those behind when the prisoner 
stopped, drew away from his guard, and ex- 
claimed: 

“tere, I want John to come in with me 
and Tom and you’’—grabbing Babcock’s 
coat“ and vou.“ pointing to another mem- 
ber of his party. 


Name Recorded on Roll. 

The guard waited until Walsh had made 
his selection. In the middle of the group he 
walked to the stairway leading to the prison 
main entrance. Without faltering Walsh 
climbed the steps. Here there was another 
delay while a guard at the inner gate tele- 
phoned to the office of the warden: 

„ Marshal here with a prisoner,“ he said. 

Soon Deputy Warden Frank H. Lemon 
came to the gate, it was opened, the mar- 
shal’a party entered, and John R. Walsh 
was in prison. 

Deputy Warden Frank H. Lemon extended 
his hand and said: 

“This is Mr. Walsh, I believe.” 

„ es, said Mr. Walsh, and he grasped the 
hand that was offered to him. 

Walsh was taken at once to the office of 
the recording clerk. His son alone was al- 
lowed to accompany him. Marshal Hoy and 
the remainder of the party went to the war- 
den's office, where the commitment papers 


were filed. The visiting federal officials were 


taken to the home of Warden McClaughry 
to dinner. Warden McClaughry did not see 
Walsh until late in the afternoon. Then the 
meeting was behind closed doors. 


Sees Prisoners March Past. 

On the way to the office of the recording 
clerk the path of the prisoner led across a 
marble floor in the center of which wae a 
white.marble slab. This wag the spot on 
which former United States Senator James 
H. Lane of Kansas committed suicide. Some 
one had told Walsh about the markinc stone, 
and when he came to it he paused Yor a mo- 
ment and gazed thogghtfully at it, then 
stepped clear of it. ; 

At the Fort Leavetiworth prison convicts 
are allowed to read the dally papers, and 
word of the former banker's arrival was 
generally circulated throughout the prison. 
When the convicts were marching in to din-

KILLS SELF IN ST. LOUIS.

Dispatch, Finds Body—Couple Once 
Lived ‘in Chicago. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 19.—[{Special.}—Mrs, 
Louise M. Bradley, whose husband, B. E. 


Bradley, is general manager of the St. Louis | 


Post-Dispatch, former managing editor 
of the Chicago Inter Ocean and considered 
among newspaper men as the right hand man 
of Joseph Pulitzer in the west, killed herself 
today by shooting. 

Mrs. Bradley lived with her husband and 
three children at 4474 Washington boulevard.

Dennett Denies Improp r Expenditures 
in Interior Department. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 19.—- [Special. 
That Richard A. Ballinger, secretary of the

MANN’S BILL ON PANDERING

Consideration of Measure Will Be Re- 
sumed Today-“No Statehood for Ari- 
zona and New Mexico Before 1911. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—While the 
house was engaged today in a debate on the 
Mann bill to suppress panders, consideration 
of which will be resumed tomorrow, the sen- 
ate was doing quick work in disposing of the 
District of Columbia appropriation bill, car- 
rying about $10,000,000. 

The house adopted a resolution calling on 
the secretary of the navy toreport whether 
during the present fiscal year any powder 
has been bought from a trust.

First, it does not 
provide fer sufficient elapsed time between 
the proposed territorial elections, for the 
adoption of constitutions and the election of 
state officers and members of the senate and 
house of representatives. The other objec- 
tion relates to the protection of public inter- 
ests in relation to existing and proposed land 
grants. 

The house committee on naval affairs voted 
unanimously to report a bill abolishing the 
bureau of equipment of the navy. This is 
the first step in the inauguration of Secretary 
Meyer's plan for the reorganization of the 
navy department.

Committee Holds Up Settlements.

When the 
pool weakened floor traders struggled and 
jostied and shouted to get in selling orders 
at the highest possible price. Subsequently 
they covered at any apparent profit of many 
points. But when they sent around their 
tickets of selling orders and found these 
tickets to be repudiated the seeming profit 
was converted into a seeming loss and they 
were actually long of a stock they had sold 
short. 


Loses $27,000 in Winning $20,000 

One’ experience stands as an example of 
many. A floor trader sold 1,000 shares at 
80 and bought it in at 60. Apparently he had 
made $20,000. But the sale at 80 was re- 
pudiated, the purchase at 60 was binding, 
and since the stock closed at 33 the broker 
was out $27,000. The large number of similar 
cases did nothing to mitigate the rancor of 
attempted settlements. 

In the manipulation of the Hocking stock 
Mr. Keene is understood io have acted simply 
as an agent or manager, though on this point 
no definite information can be obtained. As 
manager hé would not be responsible for the 
lobses of the pool. The previous occasion on 
‘which a big pool of his collapsed was that 
pool in Southern Pacific which was smashed 
by the Harriman-Standard Oil party. In the 
collapse of that poo! Mr. Keene and his son- 
in-law, Talbot J. Taylor, sustained the most 
costly reverses of their careers.

Records. of | Another Section of 
Lawrenee Avenue Work Ob- 
tained from Hanberg. 


The January grand jury win today take 
up the investigation of charges against a 
number of coal dea who are alleged to 
have defrauded the city'in fuel contracts.

Investigate More Sewer Contracts. 

That the graft probe is to be continued 
with renewed vigor was shown early during 
the day when Mr. Wayman sent a subpoena 
duces tecum to the office of Commissioner of 
Public: Works John J. Hanberg for all con- 
tracts relating to section N of the Law- 
rence avenue sewer. This as yet has been 
untouched by the Merriam commission. 

The principal in the Lawrence avenue 
sewer contracts is M. H. McGovern. John 
P. Agnew and WIiiMam H. Newman hed con- 
tracts for the work at various times. New- 
man assigned the contract to McGovern in 
1907, who completed the work and received 
for it $238,798.14. Agnew received $60,924.97 
for the work he did on the contract before 
it was taken over by McGovern. 


Most of Evidence Is Documentary. 

A number of other city hall employés ap- 
peared at the state’s attorney's office during 
the day with books and records which were 
wanted by Mr. Wayman. None of them was 
questioned, it is said, regarding coal or other 
subjecte which have been under investiga- 
tion. 

The grand jury has concluded most of ite 
routine business and only a few more docket 
eases remain to be disposed of. By this 
afternoon it will be ready to go into the graft 
probes prepared by Mr. Wayman unham- 
pered by any other work. 

The evidence to be presented is in such 
shape that it can be examined without loss 
of time. It is largely documentary, and it is 
said that not more than a dozen witnesses 
will be called.

The scenic enframemént was one of beauty, the 
costumes were correct and consistent through- 
out, and the stage management was excellent. 
In the mass chorus scenes—especially that of 
the “Anvil Chorus "—new bits of 8 busi- 
ness were introduced and added to the illusion 
and credibility of the scene. The orchestra un- 
der Sig. Luzzatti again gave splendid account 
of itself, and the chorus was deserving of only 
hearty commendation, 

Soloistically the performance was not as uni- 
formly satisfying as have been the previous 
ones given by the company.

His voice is a robust 
tenor which shows signs of having at one time 
been an organ of no inconsiderable tonal beat- 
ty.

The majority of these rags ntly cover 
gypsies, who seem even more plentiful than in 
any of the Hungarian cities.” But in Hungary 
one always feels certain of gypsies—his color 
' is eo dark that he may not de mistaken for 4 
Magyar. But here a light dkinned gypsy fides 
so imperceptibly into the dark skinned Rouma- 
nian that at first glance o one cannot d's- 
tinguish them. And then there are lots of big 
Roumanians of the south, with big, shaggy 
brown coats and trousers as’ baggy as the north 
Roumanians’ are tight. In fact, there ig enough 
surplus cloth in the average’ pair of their trous- 
ers to fit out two Transylvanian. Roumaniana. 
There is a market here, of course; in fact, two 
of them. One, the permanent market, is down 
on what they call the Dimbovitza river, but you 
would never take it for a river. It looks rather 
like a Dutch canal, flowing deep down between 
steeply sloping banks, heavily sodded and lined 
with trees. This so-called river, by the way, is 
crossed by many fine stone arched bridges. The 
other market is in a great open space out at the 
edge of the city on the soufheast, and her- 
peasant life is seen in all its glory. The horses 
to the little carts are as tiny as those of the 
Russian cab drivers are big. 


Fine Vegetables in Market. 


In various stalle and booths about the market 
one finds all the old friends of the Transyl- 
vanian and Alföld markets—the finest tomatoes 
and the biggest onions and eggplant I have 
ever seen. There is some fine primitive pottery 
here; big jars, heavy plates and bowls, jugs and 
mug sof lovely brown, glazed, with blue and 
yellow design. Apparently peanuts are eaten 
with the shell, for I see them sold in the mar- 
ket with the shells coated with sugar. The cork 
section of the market is large and interesting. 
There is also a rock salt section. 0 

No two of the peasants are shod alike, but ! 
general their footgear may be characterized as 
clumsy. Scarcely any of the peasants wear 
shoes, but few of them are barefooted, ‘Their 
foot covering is a compromise between a mo-. 
casin and a slipper and looks as if it had been 
made by a blind Turk. Of stockings there is a1 
endless variety or no stockings at all, in which 
case the trousers extend below the ankle and 
are gathered inside the upper part of the shoe. 

Not far from the hotel there is a small but 
beautiful park, given over on Sunday apparently 
to the exclusive use of the peasants. Ifere yes- 
terday I saw some of the most beautiful peas- 
ant costumes that I have ever seen. Many of 
them were Worn by comely maidens and gaod 
looking young men. The European Sabbath here 
reaches its full and logical development. Every 
one was out in holiday attire and all who could 
afford it in carriages, making for the races or 
for the great Chaussee Kisselew, a fine, broad 
boulevard which extends out on the east of the 
city. It is lined with museums and villas and 
is the chief driveway of the rich in the after- 
noon. The restaurants and cafés were all 
crowded during the afternoon and evening.

Congressman Hull, chairman of the com- 
mittee on military affairs, argued that 
only about 26 per cent of the revenues 
collected, postal receipts included, was 


man Tawney contended that last year's 
appropriations on account ot preparation 
for war amounted to 41 per cent of the 
revenues, the posta] receipts excluded, and 
that the cost of past ware was 81 per 
cent. He includes in this 31 per cent the 
pension roll, the interest on the war debt, 
the cost of maintaining soldiers’ homes, 
etc.

Sir Thomas Strickland bere the banner of St. George 
at the battle of Agincourt, and a Walter Strickland 
enjoyed the favor of Oliver Cromwell, who called him 
to “the other house of. parliament” as Lord Strick~- 
land. Miss Agnes Strickland, the historian and the 
author of “The Queens of Englahd” and of “The 
‘Queens of Scotland,“ was a member of this ancient 
house. f 

Still another member of the family is Sir Gerald 
Strickland, now governor of Tasmania and owner of 
Sigergh castle, in Westmoreland, which came to the 
Stricklands through the marriage of Sir Robert Strick- 
land to the heiress of Sir Ralph Deincourt, in the 
reign, of King Henry III. Sir Gerald is married to 
Lady Edeline Sackville, sister of the earl of de la 
Warr, and has inherited both the beautiful Villa 
Bologna, in Malta, and the title of Count Della Catena 
from his maternal uncle, 

The title of Count Della Catena is a Maltese one 
and was created in 1745 by the grand master of the 
Sovereign Order of the Knights of Malta in favor of 
Peter Bologna, with succession to the heir, under per-; 
petual entail, to whom the estates of Peter Notond 
in the island of Malta should descend. Sir Gerald 
has received the permission of the crown to use the 
title of Della Catena.

Gen. Sir Reginald Wingate's serious tliness at Cairo 
is Ukely to force him to surrender the command of 
the Egyptian army and the governor generalship of 
the Soudan, beth of which offices he has held for a 
little over a décade. When he was placed in supreme 
authority in the Seudan, in December, 1899, just a 
month after hie final defeat of the mahdi, who was 
killed in the battle, the revenue of the country 
amounted to $600,000. 

Today the revenue of this vast territory, embracing 
over a million square miles, exceeds $6,000,000, and 
the revenue willi still further increase, by leaps. and 
now in course of con- 
struction in several directions have been completed 
and are in a position to bring to market the produce 
of the fertile districts which they are designed to 
tap.

Emperor William’s appointment of two young offi- 
ers of the Garde du Corps, Count Wedel and baron 
von Knyphausen, as “vortanzger” for the season of 
festivities now in progress at the court of Berlin 
serves once more to emphasize the importance which 
he attaches to perfect dancing at the state balls. 
These “vortanzers” are intrusted with the duty of 
opening the various round dances and after that of 
supervising the other dancers, calling off superfluous 
couples if the floor is too crowded and quietly elim- 
inating from the dance any guest whose terpsichorean 
skill ig not up to the mark. 

Not Wag after his accession to the throne the em-

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President E. R. Stettinius ot the Diamond 
Match company, O. C. Barber, chairman of 
the board, and E. A. Potter, one of the Chi-

gations of any character whatever outstand- 
ing other than its capital stock. 


Purchases Made by Company. 


In this connection it may be well to point 
out that the company has expended $1,200,000 
during the last four years in additions and 
improvements and the construction of new 
factories and that its investment in Califor- 
ni epresented by timber lands, plants, log- 
gi roads and equipment, manufactured 
lumber; accounts, and bills receivable—is in 
the neighborhood of $5,000,000. 

Its existing obligations, therefore, are the 
direct result of expenditures that have been 
made in the acquisition of property and that 
are now represented by investments in Cali- 
fornia and plant account. 

“ Fieretofore the policy of the company 
has been to increase its capita] from time to 
time for the purpose of securing funds for 
the extension of its operations, but the dispo- 
sition of the board appears to be to pursue 
the policy of reducing the dividend to 6 per 
cent and applying surplus earnings toward 
the Uquidation of the company’s obligations. 

„he members ot the board of directors of 
the company are absolutely in harmony in 
their confidence in the ultimate outcome of 
the California lumber proposition, and while 
the earnings therefrom have been disap- 
pointing they are firm in their belief that the 
value of the property will be demonstrated 
in time. 

„A meeting of the board of directors of the

The company has outstanding notes to the 
amount of $1,500,000, payable in installments 
of $500,000 each year.
